A study of 50 years of 
American -field sporta will convince any man 
that sport and democracy are two entirely 
inconsistent and irreconcilable propositions. 

Perhaps thoughtful citizens will have little 
hesitancy in choosing democracy in prefer- 
ence to sport, if only one of the two. is to 
to survive. It ig true that the spread of 
civilization westward has greatly reduced the 
wild animal and bird life. Much of it has 
been killed or frightened. away by. mere con: 
tact with man. But .the homesteader and 
city builder cannot be, blamed for it all. The 
sportsman, greedy for slaughter rather than 
sport, has done more than his share of game 
destruction. at 

Civilization cannot be halted to allow birds 
and ‘beasts to retain full possession of all 
their native haunts, But with civilization 
should go the doctrine and poacive of conser- 
vation. 

There are few regions where game once 
abounded which do not possess some areas 
of land suitable for human cultivation, but 
amply qualified to harbor wild game. These 
places should be maintained as animal or 
bird sanctuaries, protected by State and Fed- 
eral authority. Game laws which safeguard. 
the game itself as well as the sport of hunt: 
ing. and fishing should be more widely estab- 
lished and énforced. Under. such conditions 
sport and democracy. should cease to be ir- 
reconciliable.
